^ The Duucdin Tradesmen's Races were 
held on the Forbury Course, on the Queen’s 
Birthday. There were about 1500 persons 
present on ^ the -race -course. The first event— - 
the Handicap Hurdle Race— of 15 sovs. — was 
won by ' Pilgrim, beating Forbury, Lottery, 
Surprise, and Flying Childers. The Maiden 
Plato, of 10 aovs. . was also won by Pilgrim, 
beating three others. The Birthday Handicap, 
of 30 so vs. , (distance, a mile and a -half) was 
the principal event of the day, and brought 
seven horses to tho starting post. The result 
■ of the race was ns follows : — Merry man, 1; 
Little dell, *2 ; Tiger, 3. Fur the Butcher’s 
Pace ef 10 sovs., three butcher’s hacks came 
to the post, and the stakes were won by Mr 
Menluve’s Sandy, boating Tommy and Ranger. 
The Selling Race, of 20 sovs., was won by 
Mcrryraan ; and the Butcher’s Subscription 
Race, of 15 sova., by Bismarck. For the 
Benevolent Asylum Burry Scurry, fifteen horses 
were entered, and the prize money collected, 
(about £31 ) was won by Filgrim. 

Mr James Stuart, of Stuart’s Ferry, lias 
incurred a heavy outlay in making a new ap- 
proach to the punt on tie Cromwell side of the 
river. When the road lias been widened at the 
point immediately above the coal-pit, (which is 
now the only dangerous part of it,) the approach 
on the north side of the river will be quite as 
easy aa that leading to Richards’s Ferry on the 
same side ; and the risk of accidents to vehicles 
will be greatly lessened. 

The Dimed iu papers report the occur- 
rence of a fatal accident at Half-way Bush, on 
May 23, to a carter named James Goodall, who 
was killed by a tree falling upon him. 

The erection of Mr M'Oortnick’a new 
building opposite the Royal Standard Company’s 
machine, Bannockburn, is being pushed on 
rapidly, and one or two less pretending struc- 
tures have also been “run up” at the same 
place within the past fortnight. The nucleus 
of what will one day be a digging township of 
s uue importance, has now assumed such pro- 
portions as to fully warrant the Government in 
laving off a township iu this promising locality. 
Tu« sites at present occupied are held under the 
residence area system, and as under the Gold 
Fields Regulations each holder, of a miner’s 
right is entitled to one acre, it is quite clear 
that all the ground arailable for building pur- 
poses will saon be taken up. If the Govern- 
ment can be induced to act upon the suggexriun 
above thrown our., wo would suggest that the 
tnvnship be va led ** Quartz vdle,” a name at 
once euphonious and appropriate. 

There is reason to believe that the 
2590 -acre block of agricultural land, recently 
surveyed on the Hawea Flat, is at last about to 
be made available for selection and settlement. 
The following telegram was received by the 
Mayor (Mr Smithain) on Saturday last, in 
roply to an inquiry made by him as to whether 
the Government really intended to open the 
block for application ; — ** iTocl.a mat ions signed ; 
will appear iu next Gazette. The laud will be 
opened in duo course. — U. E. Haugutosj.” The 
block in question will, we understand, be dis- 
p iaed of under the Agricultural Leasing Regu- 
lation. 

Mr W. J. Barry held an auction sale of 
young horses— mostly thoroughbreds from the 
stations of Messrs H. Campbell and If. S. 
Thomson, Wanaka Lake — on Wednesday, the 
24th inafc., .at Marsh’s Yards, Cromwell. There 
was a good sprinkling of buyeis from distant 
parts of the di strict, who w«rj doubtless in- 
duced to attend the sale owing to the well- 
known excellence of the hors a stock bred by 
the above named gentlemen. The animals 
offerer! comprised several unbroken colts and 
fillies by Els wick and Grey Camden, and these 
realised from i! 19 to £29 a head. 

- There was a, large amount of spoecliifica- 
litm at the Liberal Banquet recently given at 
t awrenca. Mr G. Hickey, M. F.C. for this dis- 
trict, is reported to have spoken as follows : — 

1 te said that, twenty months ago, he left the 
Tuapcka district for Cromwell, in quost of his 
fortune, aud his fellow-miners had now called 
upon him to represent them in the Provincial 
Council. The Cromwell district was the richest 
and most influential iu the Province. He was 
going to the Council purely aa a i inning repre- 
sentative, and he hoped that his extensive ex- 
perience as a miner would give weight to his 
opinions on the various goldfields subjects. The 
cold export duty was an unjust tax, and must 
lie abolished : he would use all his influence to 
briii^ that about. There was a question creating 
considerable anxiety among tho minora in bis 
part of the country, — he referred to the increase 
of Chinamen in the Card rona and other districts. 
It was very ovidont that if they continued to 
increase as they had been doing, the European 
pnnulatiou would bb completely displaced. The 
difficulty had assumed s serious aspect, and it 
must be grappled with in some way or other. 

/ . An Auckland telegram, dated 20th 
JMsy, says The Caledonian Conipany (Thames 
Guidficld), banked 17,235 oz. of gold dust in 
six days, and expect to pay for the next fort- 
night a dividend of £40. . Shares have risen to 
£210. Shares in the Thames Gold Mining 
C'omapny have risen to £42, in tho Belfast 
Company to £G, and in others in proportion. 
The excitement is tremendous. 

The General Government havo called 
for tender^ for the construction of ten miles of 
the (Jlutha Railway, at the south end.

A fireman named Jolm Stark, employed 
at the Graving Dock, Part Chalmers, as 
he was returning from his work on Satur- 
day night last, tumbled from the top to 
the bottom of the Dock, receiving such 
severe injuries that he died yesterday. 

The immigrant ship Helleuslee, Captain 
Cowan, has arrived from Glasgow. 

In the Provincial Council, yesterday, 
Mr Donald Reid moved an amendment to 
the address in reply, to the effect that no 
Ministry could be satisfactory to Ihe coun- 
try, or command the confidence of tho 
Council, which did not at once take steps 
to secure the repeal of the Otago Hundreds 
Regulation Act. 

Mr Cargill moved the adjournment of 
the debate, treating it as a Government 
question. He complained that the amend- 
ment was conceived in a factious and un- 
fair spirit.

Reynolds be appointed Speaker, In 
doing so lie referred to Mr Reynolds’s expe- 
rience, zeal, and assiduity. 

Mr Tukxiiull seconded the motion; 

Mr Rkid proposed Mr John Lillie Gillies 
as Speaker, because Mr Reynolds liad on cer- 
tain occasions displayed a party bias in his 
rulings. It was necessary for the Speaker 
to abandon feelings of partisanship, and to 
act dispassionately and impartially. Mr 
Gillies had liad a large amount of experience 
in public affairs and would fulfil the duties

Mr Bastixus seconded the nomination) as 
he would not agree with one gentleman 
always occupying the same position. 

Mr Hal'i.;iiton justified the Government 
iu nominating the late Speaker, on the 
ground of established precedent ; but be- 
lieved Mr Gillies would make an excellent 
Speaker.

An Adventure with Australian Blacks,

I remember a narrow brush I had with, the 
natives. I remember it with pleasure, for even 
the sight of a Savage, nltheugh he was eager to 
kill me, was a relief. I had missed some sheep 
at odd times, within two or three Weeks. I was 
actually pleased when I first made the discovery, 
for it gave me something new to think of. 

One night I determined to watch ; and, sure 
enough, I came upon the natives, carrying off 
half-a-dozen or so of the fattest Bheep. I did 
not see them sooner than thoy saw me, and I 
had to ruu for it. I had provided fur such a 
contingency, and when I arrived, almost breath- 
less, at the hut, I made all fast in a twinkling, 
and prepared to receive them. Thoy came up 
pretty fast at my lieelB, but I saluted them with 
three barrels from my six-shooter, and all but 
one retreated, yelling, faster than they came. 
The hat was rather queerly built, just in the 
nook of some overhanging rocks, and there was 
only the front of it exposed. This was an ad- 
vantage to me, for the savages could not get at 
me at the back. I watched their dusky forms 
in the distance with absolute pleasure. It must 
have been quite four months since I had Been 
anything in the shape of a man, and though I 
saw him now in the shape of a deadly foe, it was 
better than living any lunger the devil’s life of 
solitude. Besides, I did not care much for them. 
If they had fought fair, I could have kept them 
off as long as my powder lasted. But they don’t 
fight fair. The “ noble” savage will take any 
mean advantage lie can of an enemy. They are 
a skulking, idle, dirty lot of thieves. They 
came to the attack three times, and each time 
I received them with my six-shooter, and sent 
them scampering back. Then they made pre- 
parations for doing what I expected, and wliat 1 
was prepared for. They collected all the dead 
timber and brushwood they could lay their hands 
on, and threw it before my hut, topping it with 
a lot of green branches. They were going to 
smoke me out. But I was ready for them. My 
hut, built in the cleft of a mass of rock, con- 
cealed a great fissure in the rear. In fact, the 
fissure served as a sort of tunnel. I had worked 
at it for a long while, aud had dug along the 
natural tunnel until I came to an outlet. This 
outlet I had filled Up carelessly with loose pieces 
j of rock, bo that no one unacquainted with the 
secret would have suspected that it was a place 
of concealment. When the savages in front of 
the hut set fire to the pile of wood, which they 
did by throwing lighted branches into it from a 
distance, I crawled through the tunnel. A feel- 
ing did come over me, that if the savages did 
know of this retreat they would be sure to guard 
it, and it would be all up with me ; and when I 
reached the outlet I was a bit curious to know 
if I should see any black skins knocking about.

I 
ran a good many miles that night, and I thought 
I was pretty clear of them ; hut the next day, 
when I was within eight or ten miles of the 
station I was making for, I saw three of the 
black dovils racing after me, with their skinny 
legs. They haven’t much superfluous flesh about 
them. They are all skin, bone, and muscle. 
They had tracked me the whole way, nearly 
thirty miles, and when they caught sight of me, 
they set up a hullabulloo of delight. I was 
pretty tired at tbe time, but the sight of them 
put fresh life into me, and I ran my fastest. 
But they were too much for me. I saw one 
of them disappear round a clump 'of timber 
for tho purpose of cutting me off, while the 
other two followed after me. T soon came to 
where there was a bend in the creek, and just as 
I turned it, the first one sprang out of the tim- 
ber. He was within two hundred, yards of 
ms, and when he saw me he raised his “boome- 
rang,” and sent it whizzing into the air. Quick 
as lightning, for I knew how true those savages 
could aim, I turned towards the other two. 
Seoiug this, and knowing that I had turned 
upon them to escape the “ boomerang,” they 
stopped short Suddenly, and threw their spears 
at ms. I felt that there was nothing for it but 
I had my revolver in my hand, loaded

THURSDAY, MAY 18. 

The following are some of tho recommenda- 
tions which have been adopted -That the pro- 
visions of the Goldfields Act, so far as they re- 
late exclusively to gold -mining, should extend 
to all Crown lands in the colony ; and that Na- 
tive lands should he dealt with by a Bpecial Act. 
That auriferous lands should be reserved for 
miuiug purposes, which shall be exempt from 
sale, and from leasing under the agricultural 
leasing regulations, and that no such reserve 
shall be can celled unless three months 1 notice 
shall have been given in the Provincial Gazette 
and local newspapers ; or, if there be no such 
paper, then in tho chief Dunedin paper. No 
such cancellation shall take place without the 
consent of the Superintendent and Executive. 
That a Bill should be passed legalising mining 
on private property. That section 10 of clause 
21 be struck out, but such alteration not to 
affect any existing rights. That in all cases 
where objections shall have been made against 
any application for any mining right under the 
Goldfields' Act or Regulations the applicants 
shall summon the objector to the Warden’s 
Court, and the objections shall be hoard in tho 
usual manner of complaint and summons. To 
amend clause 24, by providing that no land be 
sold seven feet on either side of any water-race, 
and that all agricultural leases shall contain 
such reservations. That clause 1 15 be struck 
out. That the Wardens should give their decisions 
within the Goldfields Act and mining bye-laws, 
so that the “discretionary power” of Wardens 
may be abolished. That tho gold export duty 
be reduced at the rate of 6d per ounce per year, 
until abolished. That the clause in the Hun- 
dreds Act, 1870, authorising the pastoral tenants 
to select G40 acres on ruus within the goldfields, 
should be repealed. That water -rights may be 
granted when required for supplying a township 
or for domestic purposes, aud also for the work- 
ing of machinery.

The following additional recommendations 
have been agreed to : — “That the annual rent 
payable under mining leases be reduced to 20s 
per acre per annum. That all assignments of 
mining leases should operate from the day of 
execution, subject to tlie condition that the as- 
signee shall prove to the satisfaction of the War- 
den that all rent has been paid up to the day of 
such assignment. That bush reserves should be 
proclaimed within the Goldfields, and that tlie 
same should bo exempt from sale or leasing. 
That the sum to be deposited by an applicant 
for a gold-mining lease shall not exceed £10. 
That clause 5(5 of the Goldfields Act, 1S6G, should 
be amended by providing for the compulsory es- 
tablishment of a Miuing Board for the Province. 
That goldfields, proclaimed towns, and other 
centres of population within goldfields, shall 
have set aside commonages for the use of the 
people for pastoral purposes. That the Legisla- 
ture favourably consider the desirability of the 
Government causing to be laid on the tahle of 
the General Assembly an annual statistical re- 
port, similar to that laid before the Victorian 
Legislature by the Minister of Mines for the Co- 
lony of Victoria, and that the said report should 
be circulated as widely as possible, not only in 
the Colonics, but in Europe ; and that His Ex- 
cellency the Governor he requested to forward a 
copy of such report to Her Majesty’s Secretary 
of State for the Colonies. That section 68 of 
the Goldfields Act, 1SC6, he struck out. That 
the word ‘may’ in the 21st line of section. 1, 
clause 21, of the Goldfields Act, I860, be struck 
out, and the word * shall ’ inserted in place 
thereof. That the Government should grant 
bonuses to the discoverers of quartz reefs and 
other valuable discoveries.” 

Tlie following report from a sub-commit tea pf 
the Commission has been adopted : — 

“Your Committee having carefully perused j 
sections 3 to 23 of the Victorian Mining Statute, 1 
IS 05, are of opinion that they should be embo- 
died in and form part of the Consolidated Gold- 
fields Act, subject to such alterations as may 
make them consistent with the various resolu- 
tions passed by your Commission. 

Your Committee ate of opinion that provi- 
sions should also lie embodied in them giving to 
tho holders of miners’ rights permission to use 
unoccupied Crown laud for the purpose of depo- 
siting tailings. 

“They further recommend that provision 
should be made for relieving gold miners from 
any consequences they may at present be liable 
to through the necessary fouling of rivers and 
streams in carrying on gold-mining.” 

MONDAY, MAY 22, 

Tlie following additional recommendations 
wetc agreed to : — 

11 The advisability of removing the Goldfields 
Wardens from one district to another, at least 
once in every threo years. That transfers and 
sales of mining properties should be exempt from 
the operation of the Stamp Acts. The Commis- 
sion strongly urges an amendment of th© law 
giving effect to this ro commendation : failing 
which, that a uniform duty of ouc shilling should 
be fixed on nil transfers of mining’ interests. 
That clause No. 14 of the Goldfields Regulations 
be incorporated in tho proposed Consolidated 
Goldfields Act, with such additions and altera- 
tions as may be necessary to carry out the inten- 
tion for which the Mid regulation waa framed. 
That the Wardens of this Province should be re 1 



quired to hold frequont sittings of Warden’s 
Courts in outlying districts, and where required 
should fix, at least ones in throe months, tho 
days on which such Cmirta shall be held, and 
shall thereupon report the same to the Superin- 
dent and the Executive Government, who shall 
thereupon publish such fixtures in the Provincial 
Government Gazette and local newspapers, and 
tho Warden shall, in the event of such Court not 
being holden as appointed, report the reason to 
the Executive Government, That the words 
‘ may in their discretion,’ in the seventh line of v, 
clause 26 of the Goldfields Act, 1806, be Btruck-^ 
out, aud the word * shall ’ be substituted there*" 
for.” 

TUESDAY, MAY 23. 

The Chairman laid on the table tile following 
copy of a telegram which he proposed to forward 
to the County Council of Westland, and which, 
was agreed to “ I am instructed by the Otago 
Mining Commission, to request tlie favour of the 
co-opcratiou of your Council and the miners of 
Westland, in endeavouring to obtain the enact- 
ment of ft new miniug statute, more perfect and 
liberal iu its provisions than the existing law, 
especially regarding the tenure of mining pro- 
perty, and the administration of justice on the 
goldfields. The Commission would gladly accept 
any suggestion by which unity aud harmony of 
action in obtaining the object desired on the part 
of the various mining communities of the colony 
might be secured ” 

A telegram of the same tenor waa also for- 
warded to the Superintendent of Nelson. 

The following recommendations were made 
“ That a simple system of mortgages or liens on 
mining property be established, which shall pro; 
vide for the registration of the same in the office 
of the Warden of the district. That holders of 
miners’ rights should be allowed to cut timber 
on goldfields for miniug and domestic purposes. 
That the annual rent payable under the Agricul- 
tural Leases system shall be reduced from 2s Gd 
per acre to la 6d per acre. That objectors to the 
issue of a gold-mining lease shall lodge their ob- 
jections in writing without deposit, as required 
by the Gold Mining Lease Regulations. That 
no mining interest should be forfeited by reason 
of the owner not holding a miner’s ri»ht ; nor 
shall any person not holding a miner’s right be 
prevented from sueing or being sued in the War- 
den's Courts. That any one mining or holding 
a miner’s interest without being possessed of a 
miner’s right shall be subject to a penalty not 
exceeding £10 That transfers of business li- 
censes be permitted on payment of 2s 6d. That 
in the event of one or more water-races for mill- 
ing purposes being taken through land held un- 
der an agricultural lease, the holder of such 
lease shall be entitled to compensation ; such 
compensation to be determined by arbitration, 
and shall be paid by Government. That a clause 
be inserted in the proposed Consolidated Act to 
tbe effect as follows ; — Iu all cases of the absence 
of a shareholder, liis partner or partners may 
have his place Supplied by a competent miner, 
and such absent shareholder shall be liable for 
reasonable wages due or payable to the persort 
so employedi That with regard to sUch provi- 
sions of the Goldfields Act as relate to the fenc- 
ing of Crown Lands for pastoral purposes and 
settlement, this Commission, having regard ttf 
the large questions of policy and the importance 
of the interests both public and private therein 
involved, recommend that these should not be 
repealed or altered unless or until the Legisla- 
ture see fit to enact a comprehensive measure on 
the subject, at least equally favourable to the 
interest of settlement. That clause seven of the 
Goldfields Regulations (frontage claims) be in- 
corporated in tho proposed Consolidated Gold- 
fields Act- That the system of advertising ap- 
plications for agricultural leases be abolished, 
and in lieu thereof that notice of auch applica- 
tions be posted on a board, to be kept specially 
for that purpose in the Wardens* Courts. 



THE SU£!£ MAIL. 

The Rangitoto, from Melbourne^ arrived at 
Hokitika on Saturday last, bringing the English 
Mail. The following ate the principal items oi 
news >— The revolution is spreading to the pro- 
vinciai towns, The insurgents have taken pos* 
session of the Louvre^ Palace- They have elect- 
ed Mcnotti Garibaldi commander ; his electiofl 
passed off quietly. The Republicans have a 
majority. The Versailles Assembly refused to' 
pass an urgent motion annulling the Commune 
elections. Thiers denied any intention to up- 
set the Republic. Tbe Bank nf France has ad- 
vanced 50(1,000 francs to the insurgents, The 
Central Committee hive condemned Fourviile 
to death, The Versailles Government have 
prohibited the entry of horsed with provisions 
into Paris. Tncre has been continual fighting 
since the 1st of April. M ‘Mahon has been ap- 
pointed Commaiider-in-Cbief of the army at Ver- 
sailles. Several sharp engagements have taken 
place near CourbVoiCj between tbe insurgents and 
the Government troops, the latter consisting of • 
eight divisions of infantry, and three of cavalry. 
The former were shelled from Mont Vaierien. 

Insurgents taken as prisoners are shot as re- 
bels. There are 1000 insurgents, with 300 guns,- 
under Borgeret. 

Flourens marched upon Versailles on tho 3rd* 
and severe engagements ensued. Mont Valeriart 
opened a cannoriade, cutting off the insurgents, 
who effected a disorderly retreat on Chatillon* 
which was occupied by Flourens and Duval. 
Four redoubts Wets captured at Chatillcu, in- 
eluding insurgent General Henry. 

On tlie 4th, heavy fighting took place in front 
of Fort Vanvrcs. Tlie insurgents were repulsed 
everywhere. Tho troops were gfiining ground 
neir Beebia aucl Mont Rouge. 

Tlie insurgents’ batteries on the ramparts aro 
silenced. The levy in Paris U extend oa to mar* 
riod men. 

Telegraphic communication between London, 
Hong Kong, and Shanghai has been established 
via Gallo. 

Serious disturbances hatfs occurred at Odessa, 
through ChristianB attacking tho Jews. 1000 of 
tho former have been arrested. 

German batteries aro established at St. Denis, 
pointing towards Faria. Obstinate fighting con- 
tinues between the Versailles tronps and the 
insurgents, both claiming the victory, 
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. The Sala libel Case.

The action for libel brought by Mr Geo. 
Augustus S.ilu against Messrs lloddcr and 
13 tough ton, the public hors of Mr Haiti 
Fri swell's (< Modern Men of Letters” re 
tom mends itself (says tke Atgua) to the 
consideration of journalists in the colonics. 
The frequent reader of the Australian 
‘daily and Weekly press cannot fail to have 
observed that in the “smart writing” af 
fee ted by many contributors to tlld uniuso- 
nrf^or instruction df the public, there is 
occasionally seen to crop out a marked 
vein of that bitter and reckless personality 
which is the shauie of American journalism. 
The libel 6ii the well-known special corres- 
pondent of tbs Daily Telegraph consisted 
in tbs substitution of an attack upon sup- 
posed personal failings for critical comment 
iipon literary pretensions. Instead of say- 
ing that Mr Sal it was often tUrgid and 
Obscure, often slipshod ill his English and 
obtrusive of his knowledge of foreign 
tongues, that lie wrote in haste that which 
ho repented at leisure, that he waa some- 
times untrustworthy as to his facts and 
often began well where he ended badly, 
the critic accuses him of M being in the 
hands of the Jews, often drunken, always 
in debt, sometimes in prison, and totally 
disreputable.’’ For the publication of 
these statements about his poverty and 
weakness. Mr Sala brings an action for 
damages, and the jury, considering such 
41 honest criticism” beneath the dignity of 
“ honest abuse,” award him j£b00. Bill 
Mr Friswuir* mud has probably stuck, and 
hundreds of persons who only know the 
tilt hor of “ A Journey due North,” as a 
cL-ver, wayward, and brilliant man of 
letters are made aware that he owns a 
private life which gentlemen of the Fris- 
well stamp consider “ totally disreputable.”

Instead of (hiding fault with Mr S.-dsi’s 
nil -IIsIi'mI writing, by the excellence of 
which Mr (SiU ban earned miffii-ienfc repu- 
tation to make the writing of his biography 
pecuniarily advantageous to Mr Fri swell, 
Jlr Fl-U* wuli uccilses His eiiemy of com- 
mitting all sorts of social laches, the which 
if ho had committed them all a thousand 
times over, would not render his marvel- 
lous power of description one whit less 
photographic, or his wonderful tours de 
fore.e of narration one whit lcS3 fascinating 
and mi satisfactory. The inability to cl is 
tinguUh the difference between the author 
rh an author, and tho author as a private 
individual, lias led Mr Fr is well into this 
error, and it is precisely this inability 
wiiich we fear may soon rudely show it- 
self in our Australian hebdomadal lit na- 
ture. Possibly Mr Fr is well had no 
thought that his speech would have been 
strained to grosser issues. lie may have 
intended to be only playful. Personality, 
however, is not wit, nor can the will to 
injure give always the power to strike, noa 
ciiivU ctutijit, <fcc., and there. arc happily 
but few ill-natured persons who possess 
that sleekness of fur aud keenness of claw 
which is the privilege alike of the cat and 
the satirist. Wrathful Mr Frwwell may 
have 4 thoilght himself pious when he was 
only billions.’

America. 

— -II — 

The Captain and officers of tho Nevada 
(the pioneer steamer of the new £Un Fran- 
cisco and New Zealand mail service) have 
been well received in Otago. The Dune- 
din Chamber of Commerce entertained 
theni at the Club Hotel ; Mr K B. Car- 
gill, President of the Chamber, occupied 
tho chair. 

Tile speeches on the occasion were up to 
tho average ; but that Of His Honor Judge 
Chapman was so peculiarly excellent, that 
wo give the following condensed report 
from the Aaily Timzs ; — -His Honor Judge 
Chapman said tho Committee had en- 
trusted to him a toast of very largo dimen- 
sions, not less than “The Commerce of the 
United States.” When lie spoke of the 
commerce of the United States, and naked 
tho company to drink success to that com- 
merce, it would be impossible in their 
thoughts not to include the commerce of 
the whole world, and more especially the 
commerce of Great Britain and of those 
colonies j for, owing to the great spread of 
navigation, of railways, and of electric tele- 
graphs, the intercourse of nations had be- 
come so great that in drinking the com- 
merce of the United States they must 
drink tho commerce of the world. IIo 
then referred to the state of things fifty 
years ago, aud compared it with the state 
of things now, in order to show the great 
effects American commerce had produced 
in the whole world. He pointed out that 
although America had been peopled mainly 
from Europe, she was herself tbj greatest 
colonising uafcioii in the world ; that A me 
rica did not send her people to distant 
parts, bee mss she had plenty of rich land, 
anil that practically the* eastern parts of 
America were colonising the Far West, as 
it natal to bo called. His Honor th.n 
called attention lo some of the great 
changes that have been effected in the com- 
merce of America during the last fifty 
years. lie also referred, amongst other 
tilings, to the great increase in the popnlu- 
1 lion, tho improvements that have taken 
place in connection with steam navigation, 
arid to other add no loss important mut- 
ters. He stood there as an English man, 
pYdiul of his own country, and proitd of 
being an Englishman • but of all things, 
next to the pride of being an Englishman, 
was the pride of belonging to that country 
which was the progenitor of the American 
race. (Applause.) After having addressed 
the company in a long and very able 
speech, fits Honor proposed “The Com- 
merce of the United States of America,” 
coupled with the namo of Mr Driver. — 
Air Driver responded, and stated in answer 
to groundless rumours that the visit of tho 
Nevada must only be regarded as a trial 
trip, that the contractors would carry out 
their contract fairly and honestly, aud 
that, in return, they merely asked a fair 
a mount of public support.— (Applause.) 



Physiological EiTocta of Alcohol. 

— o- 

An important memoir upon the effects 
of alcohol upon tho human body was lately 
road before the Royal Society of London, 
giving the results of experiments prose- 
cuted by two eminent army surgeons upon 
an intelligent British soldier. This man was 
perfectly heathly, and entirely unaccus- 
tomed to the use of spirits or tobacco in 
any form j so that the effects produced were 
direct, 1 "and coiihl be readily appreciated. It 
wsis ascertained that small quantities of 
absolute alcohol — -say one or two fluid 
ounces — given in divided doses, seemed to 
increase his appetite, while four fluid 
ounces lessened it considerably, and larger 
quantities almost destroyed it. While 
this particular effect may havo been the 
result of peculiarities of constitution in the 
individual experimented upon, it is also 
possible that, in case of disease, much 
Smaller quantities of alcohol might affect tho 
appetite. The number of beats of tho heart 
iu 21 hours was increased very largely — 
to an average of at least 13 per cent, — and 
the actual work done by the heart, in ex- 
cess of tho normal task, was found to be 
equal to that of lifting 15 tons one foot J 
and, indeed, during tho last two days of the 
experiment the extra work amounted to 
21 tons. The general conclusions, from 
this experiment and others which we have 
no time to mention, are very decided that, 
incase of ordinary health, the use of alco- 
hol, even in small doses, is very much to ho 
reprehended ; but that, wbori the system 
is run down and eiiftsahlod, it may be given 
as a stimulant, and for the purpose of 
causing the organs of the body to act with 
greater vigour.
